To TiiK Editok. — The city of ^'icton;^ 
has hitherto been siimularly fortimale in 
escaping from seriou.s cunflaL^raticuis such 
aa wo almost daily read of in other parts of 
Canada and the United States, and there 
is no denying the fact that to a certain 
extent this is due to the efforts of the 
firo dopartiuent, and altluiii!,'li it is to be 
hoped that tlie day is not far di.stant 
when that body will be a paid one and be 
nubject to rigid discipline and truiuiiit;, 
yet it behooves the citizens tiieui.selves to 
adopt every useful precaution in tlie pre 
vention of tlie terrible olomer.t. 

The greatest inditlerence e.xiata, how- 
ever, and although the coinnioii habit 
adopted in the winter of placini; buriiui:,' 
ashes in wooden bo.xes just outside the 
back door is not followed during the sum- 
mer months, a danger equal to the former 
is oncourafjed all round by placing rub- 
bish consisting of straw, paper, .sackiii" 
and other intlainniablc material iu largo 
quantities in the rear uf many of tiio lead- 
ing stores. 

I cannot believe that it is the wish of 
the proprietors to have a little blaze and 
endanger the safety of their own and 
neighbors' lives and pro[)erty,yet it would 
seem that thoy are utterly iiidiU'eront to 
the risks which they tolerate 

I will venture to assert thtit tlie imijor- 
ity of fires in our midst can be traced to 
causes of the kind I iiave referred to 
and if there is any municipal law which 
can be made to apply to thusp oases of 
gross i.egligeiice 1 .sincerely trust the 
council will put it in force withoi:l diday, 
as the dangers I have called atleiitioti to 
have been overlooked too lout,'. 

You may depend ii[»>n it that the lire 
insurance offices will not tolerate these 
increasing dangers and if they are allow- 
ed to continue the oflices will, no doubt, 
regulate thoir ralon accordingly.

THE DYiVAilIITE COIVVIC- 
TIOWS. 

An Inipnssioiiotl Sprciii. 

London, .-Vug. 1. — The conchiaion of 
tlie trial of .fohn Daly, .lanie.i ligan and 
William McDonnell, in W'arsvick to-day 
resulted in a scene of uioal dramatic in- 
terest. John Daly , after the verdict, was 
asked by the clerk of the court whether he 
had anything to urge why sentence slionld 
not bo passed ii|)on liini. Daly, amid the 
broathloas silence of the court, burst out 
in an impaaaioned oration in the ciJiirse(jf 
which be claimed that it was beneath the 
dignity of the British crown to atigmati^x- 
him as an assassin on the evidence that 
had been given. Ue characieri/.ed the 
vidence as a tissue of lies and perjury 
from beginning to end. He aaid guilty 
of treason and felonly aa every Irisliiiiati 
who dearly loves his country, wlui prays 
for her peace and would die for hur freed- 
om is guilty of the same crinio. Like 
every member of his race lie was prepared 
to shed the last drop of his blood for Ire- 
land. The remedy for the hostility of the 
Irish to the British crown was not, he said, 
in repression and |)roaecutions. (Jive us, 
he said, our freedom and our own laws. 
Give us our own parliament and our own 
government. 'J'hat, and that alone, will 
satisfy the heart of Ireland. Aa to him- 
self he submitted to his fate, a willing 
victim in the cause beloved so well. The 
Britiah govornmont, he contininul, was 
pitted, not against a {ew individuals like 
himself,but against the Irish race through- 
out the world, under the iron heel of the 
British rule. Justice this country was re- 
fused, and for every victim struck down a 
dozen patroita were ready to take his 
place. At the conclusion of his address, 
which produced the profoundi-st sensa- 
tion, Daly drew himself up and stiindiiig 
at his full height, dctiant and unbroken, 
listened stoically to the sentence of the 
court. Qis sentence was fur life. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES 



FRANCE. 

Mahseillks, Aug. 7. — An Italian died 
of cholera in the suburb of Saint Loupe 
ar.:d his family abandoned him, after 
stripping the corpse of its clothing. The 
bureau of asaistanco took no action toward 
having the budy buried. Next mornin-; 
the vicar came to perform the religious 
ritea. He was compelled to place the 
l)ody in a cotHn unaided. He succeeded 
in carrying the cofhn downstairs with the 
help of a woman. The vicar afterwards 
waahed his hands in a gutter, and wiped 
them on his surplice. 

Paris, Aug. 8.— A house at Villard 
Lurin, near liridgo lo Bains, waa struck 
by liglitiiing. Tlie llamea apread raiiuily, 
and 90 houses wore burned before thoy 
could be subdued. 

SAVITZKRLAND. 
Bkk.ne, Aii(». 8. — The Peace Conference 
closed its sesaion to-day. Before its final 
adjournment it adopted a motion favoring 
the neutralization of interoceanic canals. 

AUSTRIA. 

ViK.NNA, Aug. 8.— Stellmaoher, the 
murderer of hanker Lienhart and broker 
Eisert, was hanged hero this murning. He 
refused to make a confession. Elaborate 
precautions have been taken against An- 
archists. 

GERMANY. 

Bkki.in, Aug. 8.— The alleged counter- 
feit TiO-pound Bank of Knglaud note, 
passed here, jirovea to bo genuine. 

Berlin, Aug. 8. — The tiermun (jovern- 
inent has sent Oranvillo, British Foreign 
Minister, the declaration of the Captain 
of the provision outter Diedrich that the 
Vessel was pillaged in the North Sea by 
fuur English amacka, and that tlie pilot 
I and cook, who reai.itod the pillagers, were 
menaced with death. The Captain idon- 
tiQos the vesaols by thoir trade mark and 
numbers. The Berlin government asks 
for speedy aatisfaetion . 

IRELAND. 
Dl'iu.iN, Aug. 8. — All the nioii indicted 
for connection with tlio recent abominable 
scandals have pleaded not guilty. The 
inquiry ordered by the court regarding 
Freiich'a sanity has been postponed to 
.•\ugiist lOlh, at the request of the 
crown. 

CHINA. 

LoNUON, Aug. 8. — A Times dispatch 
from Foo Chow says: The -American 
Minister will iirrive from Shanghai to-day. 
Tlie Chinese luiuain linn, and further 
concessions by tho French will alone 
securo peace. 

London, Aug. 8. — A dispatch tcj the 
Times from Foo Chow says that Presi- 
dent Arthur is mediating between France 
and China, and has telegraphed inatruc 
tiona to .lohii Rusacll Young, United 
States jMinister at Peking. France de- 
sires u settlement within a week. 

EGYPT, 

Caiko, Aug. 8. — Tlie autumn expedi- 
tion for tlie relief of General (lordou will 
proceed up the Nile by way of Uongola. 
Suakim will be abandonoil as a base of 
operations. The project of eonstructing 
a railroad from Suakim to Berber has 
been likewise abandoned, and the plant 
taken to India. 

There were further arrivals of British 
troops here to-day, and others are on the 
way. Tho departure of tho Si.xtietli rilles 
for Cyprus has been postponed. Capt . 
Speedy and Maaon Bey left Suakim (or 
Siukat. 

DoNKGAL, Aug. 7. — Coloner Ketchoner 
haa gone to Dobbet and Suakim. He 

telegraphed back demanding fonrniortara 
with which to dislodge the enemy, who 
are at a poat near Debbet, and are becom- 
ing troubleaome. 

(JHNTRAL AMKKICA. 
Pa.na.ma, .-Vug. 8. — The Star and Her- 
.ihl reports an epidemic of nialiginuit 
and periiicioua fovor iil San Carlo, Mo 
inilea from Panama. There wore nine 
deaths in 37 hours. It is believed that 
the epidemic is due tu intense malarial 
poisoning. Panama is very sickly . There 
are from IG to 15 funerals daily. Tho 
heat is intense. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petkr.sburu, Aug. 8. — The lliiasiaii 

governineiit has issued a circular to tln^ 
principals of the schools in Russia, hold - 
ingthoin responsible for any revolutionary 
action on the part of their atudenta. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fkanoisoo, .Autr. 8. — It is stated 
that Allen (i.Tliurnian will oiien the 
Democratic campaign here in a speech. 
He ia e.\pected shortly. 

Tho Post this evening will say that the 
telegram announcing the betrothal of 
Miss Eva Mackay to one of the Colon n a 
family, is asserted to bo only a rumor by 
Mr. Mackay. 

A libel suit for .Sr)0,000 waa instituted 
to day against the /Vita California, by 
Sarah A. Sharon, plaintiff in the Sharon 
divorce case. The alleged cause ia the 
publication of ' Wni. M. Neilson s st.uc- 
ment accusing her of forging what la 
known as the '"My Dear Wife" letlera.

The first is surmounted by honest 
ethirt and earnest endeavor, and the latter 
calls into play an unbounded fertility of 
resource and quickiioas of execution that 
usually prove sncceBsful. 

Tho surrounding country ia heavily 
timbered with cedar, fir, hemlock, etc., 
with a rank and lu.xiirious undergrowth. 
The soil is u dark louin, enriched for agoa 
past by decayed deposits, adding to its 
fertility. Tho scenery has tho one dain- 
agirg defect of too much samoiiess, and 
the uyo is liable to be wearied by the great 
siinilarity with tho Covering of lichona 
and nioas. Occasionally, however, one 
ceiiius upon a landscape of surpassing 
benuty, and ia rewardod for his aearch 
with perspectives both varied and now. 
Near our |iresent camp tho inouutain 
range is covered from base tu auminit 
with the "dark rock pineliko tossing 
pluiiiea," and the rain-storms have fur- 
riiwud a channel iu their eiibrts to reach 
•die valley levels. Tho sight of the water 
rushing through this as il daalioa and 
spark les along mil il it takes a precipitous 
leap of over sixty feet, rellocting i!i its 
headlong rush all the colors of tlie rain- 
bow under tho suu's ahimiauring rays, ia 
grand in the extreme, while towering 
high above all iaau iminenae peak, veiled 
w ith its snowy blanket, looking, to uae 
the characteristic language of Waahington 
Irving, "like a gauntlet Hung down by 
Winter in dulianco uf tho sun." Occa- 
.■dcm'.lly peals of tbnndor awake deafen- 
ing and prolonged echoes, but tho clouds 
Huun drift away, and the dripping foliage 
sparkles under the warni sun. 

Of the fauna or flora of this region I 
can say littlo, as my opportunities of 
obaurvatioii huvo beon at beat extremely 
HU)iorticial. I note, however, a remark- 
aldo absence of the "feathered songsters 
of the globe." 1 have not heard the 
warble of a bird since I have been hers. 
1 have to give this subjuet more attention 
in a future letter. The event ot our week 
is the arrival of tho mail. Have you over 
noticed when in iaolatod situations how 
littlo thinga or circumstances that would 
iiinid busier acenea pass by unnoticed, 
aaauine an importance foreign to them, 
oiigoiidored by the monotony of your 
daily lifoj So it is here. A newspaper 
coming from the streets resounding with 
tho "busy hum of men," and replote with 
the social, political and moral iieivs of tho 
wiirhl, is a g.Miaeiid. It comes hore as it 
.lid to Cowpiur ill his quiot retreat at 
Olnuy, as the "herald of u noisy world," 
but still wo can say with him,
